Why you should crochet a tension square. 

Loose Tension will cause the garments to stretch, drop and 
rub. 

Tight Tension will make the garments too small, with a hard 
fabric that will matt during washing. 

With Correct Tension, your garments will look like our photo. 
Using 3.00 (No 10-11) Hook, make 38 ch loosely. 

1st row — Miss 3 ch, 1 tr in each ch to end.

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Lay your square on a flat surface, place a metric rule across the 
centre of the square and mark 10 cm with pins as shown in 
photo .

1 ch. 1 dc in next tr. * 3 ch, miss 1 tr, 1 dc in next tr. rep from * to 
turning ch. 1 ch, 1 dc in top of turning ch.

(2 tr in 
next st, 1 tr in next st) twice, si st in 3rd ch at beg ... 50 (56-62) tr, 
counting 3 ch as 1 tr. 

3rd round — 3 ch. 1 tr in back loop of each tr to end (to mark 
edge of sole), si st in 3rd ch at beg. 

4th and 5th rounds — 3 ch. 1 tr In each tr to end, si st in 3rd ch 
at beg. 

6th row — 3 ch, 1 tr in each of next 30 (33-36) tr. miss next tr. 
si st across next 2 tr, turn. 

7th row — Miss 2 si st. 1 tr In each of next 8 tr, miss next tr, si st 
across next 2 tr. turn. 

Rep 7th row 4 times. 

12th row — Miss 2 si st. 1 tr in each tr to end. join with a si st in 
top of 3 ch ...32 (38-44) sts. 

13th round — 3 ch. 1 tr In same place as si st, 1 tr in each of 
next 7 (10-10) tr, * 2 tr in next tr, 1 tr In each of next 7 (8-10) tr, 
rep from * to end, si st in 3rd ch at beg ... 36 (42-48) sts.

yarn, leaving a length of several inches, and thread this through a yarn needle. 

• Inserting the yarn needle as if for knitting into the first stitch of the front needle, 
draw it through the stitch and slip the latter off the needle, Inserting the needle as 
If for purling into the second stitch of the front needle, draw the yarn through and 
let the stitch remain on the needle, taking the yarn under the front needle and 
inserting the yarn needle as if for purling into the first stitch of the back needle, 
draw the yarn through the stitch and slip the latter off the needle. Inserting the 
needle as if for knitting into the second stitch of the back needle draw the yarn 
through and let the stitch remain on the needle, bring the yarn forward under the 
needle and repeat from • until all the stitches are worked off, darning in the end of 
the yarn securely when finished.

*** 2nd row — (1 dc, 1 ch) in first tr, * 2 ch, miss 2 ch and 1 tr, 
3 tr In next 1 ch sp, 2 ch, miss 1 tr and 2 ch. 1 tr in next tr, rep 
from * to end, working last tr In 3rd ch of turning ch loop. 

3rd row — (1 dc, 1 ch) in first tr, * 1 ch. miss 2 ch and 1 tr, 5 tr In 
next tr, 1 ch. miss 1 tr and 2 ch, 1 tr in next tr, rep from * to end. 
working last tr in 3rd ch of turning ch loop.

K2. "Ml ”. K6 (7-8) ... 48 (56-64) sts. 

11th row — Knit. Change to M. 

Work 6 (8-6) rOws stocking st. 

Shape instep — 1st row — K20 (23-26), sll , K1 . psso. turn. 
Work as from * * to * * for Left Leg. 

Next row — Purl to end, purl across left leg sts ... 1 24 (136-152) 
sts. Work 2 (6-10) rows stocking st.

Neatening of cast-off buttonholes. When working the row after buttonhole has been completed, with right- 
hand needle pick up purlways the loose thread, or threads, at base of buttonhole, slip it on to left-hand needle 
and work it together with the first stitch on left-hand needle. 

Alternatively, when working the cast-on row of buttonhole, before slipping the last cast-on stitch on to the left- 
hand needle, pass the yarn from back to front between the needles, then slip the stitch on to the left-hand 
needle and complete row.

Thread round elastic through 2r)d, 5th and 8th rows of rib at 
waistline, drawing elastic up to waist measurement. Press Baby 
Wool seams.

TENSION — 31 sts to 10 cm (approx 4 ins) in width over 
stocking st. 

Why you should knit a tension square. 

Loose Tension will cause the garments to stretch, drop and 
rub. 

Tight Tension will make the garments too small, with a hard 
fabric that will matt during washing. 

With Correct Tension, your garments will look like our photo. 
Using 3.25 (No 10) Needles, cast on 46 sts. 

Work 64 rows stocking st. 

Cast off loosely. 

Lay your square on a flat surface, place a metric rule across the 
centre of the square and mark 10 cm with pins as shown in 
photo on page 12. Count the number of sts between the pins.

3rd row — K1 , * K2 tog. K2 (3-4), rep from * to end. 

5th row — K1 , • K2 tog, K1 (2-3), rep from * to end. 

Cont dec in this manner in alt row/s until 7 sts rem. 

Break off yarn, run end through rem sts, draw up and fasten off 
securely. 

MAKE UP. DO NOT PRESS. Using a flat seam, join seam. 
Thread ribbon through holes at wrists.

1 pair 3.25 (No 10) or size needed to give correct tension. 
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ACCESSORIES — 3 Stitch Holders; Milward Knitters Needle to 
sew seams: 3 Maxart Buttons each for Dress and Jacket; 
Lengths of Ribbon for Bonnet and Bootees; Arn:hor Stranded 
Cotton for Embroidery if desired. 

ABBREVIATIONS — See page 6. 

TENSION — 29 sts to 10 cm (approx 4 ins) in width over 
stocking st. 

Why you should knit a tension square. 

Loose Tension will cause the garments to stretch, drop and 
rub. 

Tight Tension will make the garments too small, with a hard 
fabric that will matt during washing. 

With Correct Tension, your garments will look like our photo. 
Using 3.25 (No 1 0) Needles, cast on 43 sts. 

Work 58 rows stocking st. 

Cast off loosely. 

Lay your square on a flat surface, place a metric rule across the 
centre of the square and mark 10 cm with pins as shown in 
photo on page 16. Count the number of sts between the pins. 
You should have 29 sts. 

Less sts means loose tension — try needles a size smaller. 
More sts means tight tension — try needles a size larger. 
When you have achieved the correct tension, use the same 
needles to knit your garments (you may unravel your tension 
square and use the yarn in your garments).

K3, (K2 tog, y fwd) 
twice. K1 , rep from * to end. 

9th row — K2, • (y fwd, sl1 . K1 , psso) twice. K1 , (K2 tog. y fwd) 
twice. K3. rep from * ending last rep with K2 instead of K3. 

11th row — K3. * y fwd, sll . K1 , psso. y fwd. sl1 , K2 tog. psso, 
y fwd. K2 tog. y fwd, K5, rep from * ending last rep with K3 
instead of K5. 

12th row — Purl. 

Rows 1 to 1 2 inci form patt. 

Rep rows 1 to 1 2 incI twice. 

Work in stocking st until work measures 22 (25-29) cm ... 
8% (9%-1 1 Vi) Ins ... from beg. ending with a purl row. 

Next row — K7 (7-9), (K2 tog) 48 (54-58) times, K6 (6-8) ... 
61 (67-75) sts. 

Knit 5 rows. 

Work 2 rows stocking st. 

Shape raglan armholes — Cast off 2 sts at beg of next 2 rows. 
3rd row — K1 . sl1 , K1 , psso. y fwd, K2 tog (this forms dec), knit 
to last 5 sts, sll , K1 , psso (this forms dec), y fwd. K2 tog. K1 . 

4th row — Purl. 

Sizes 000 and 00 only — 5th row — K1. sll, K1. psso. y fwd, 
knit to last 3 sts. y fwd. K2 tog, K1 . 

6th row — Purl. 

All Sizes — ** Rep 3rd and 4th rows 2 (4-4) times ... 51 (53-61) 
sts. 

Divide for back opening — 1st row — K1 , sll , K1 , psso, y fwd. 
K2tog, K23 (24-28), turn. 

Cont on these 27 (28-32) sts. 

2nd row — K5, purl to end. 

3rd row — K1 , sll , K1 , psso, y fwd, K2 tog. knit to end. 

Rep 2nd and 3rd rows 3 (3-4) times, then 2nd row once. 

Next row — K1, sll, K1, psso, y fwd, K2 tog, knit to last 3 sts, 
y fwd, K2 tog (buttonhole), K1 .

Shape neck — 1st row — K1 , sll , K1 , psso. y fwd. K2 tog, K9 
(9-11), turn. 

Cont on these 13(13-15) sts. 

2nd row — Purl. 

3rd row — K1 , sll , K1 , psso, y fwd, K2 tog, knit to last 2 sts, sll , 
K1,psso. 

Rep 2nd and 3rd rows 3 (3-4) times ... 5 sts. 

Next row — P5. 

Next row — K1 , sll , K1 , psso, y fwd. K2 tog. 

Next row — P4. 

Next row — K1 , sll , K1 , psso. K1 . 

Next row — P3. 

Next row — K1 , sll , K1 , psso. 

Next row — P2, turn, K2 tog. Fasten off. 

Slip next 1 1 (13-13) sts on to stitch-holder and leave. Join yam 
to rem sts and knit to last 5 sts, sll , K1 , psso, y fwd. K2 tog, K1 . 



2nd row — Puri. 

3rd row — K2 tog, knit to last 5 sts. sll , K1 , psso. y fwd. K2 tog. 
K1. 

Rep 2nd and 3rd rows 3 (3-4) times ... 5 sts. 

Next row — P5. 

Next row — Sll , K1 , psso. y fwd, K2 tog, K1 . 

Next row — P4. 

Next row — K1 , K2 tog, K1 . 

Next row — P3. 

Next row — K2 tog. K1 . 

Next row — P2. turn, K2 tog. Fasten off. 

SLEEVES. Cast on 43 (47-49) sts. 

Knit 4 rows (1 st row is wrong side). 

5th row — K1 (5-7), * inc in next st. K6. rep from * to end ... 49 
(53-55) sts. 

6th row — Knit. 

7th row — Purl. 

Rep 6th and 7th rows 4 times. 

Shape raglan — Cast off 2 sts at beg of next 2 rows. 

3rd row — K1 , sll , K1 , psso, y fwd. K2 tog, knit to last 5 sts, sll , 
K1 . psso, y fwd. K2 tog. K1 . 

4th row — Purl. 

Size 0 only — 5th row — K1 , sll , K1 , psso. y fwd. knit to last 3 
sts. y fwd. K2 tog, K1. 

6th row — Purl. 

All Sizes — Rep 3rd and 4th rows 17 (19-20) times ... 9 sts. 
Castoff. 

NECKBAND. Using back-stitch, join raglan seams, noting that 
tops of sleeves form part of neckline. With right side facing, knit 
up 77 (81-87) sts evenly around neck, inci sts from stitch- 
holders. 

Knit 4 rows, working a buttonhole (as before) in 2nd row. 

Castoff loosely. 

MAKE UP. DO NOT PRESS FEATHERSOFT. With a slightly 
damp cloth and warm iron, press Patonyle lightly.

7th row — K6, * (y fwd. sll , K1 , psso) twice. K3, (K2 tog, y fwd) 
twice, K1 , rep from * to last 5 sts, K5. 

9th row — K7. * (y fwd. sll . K1 , psso) twice. K1 . (K2 tog. y fwd) 
twice. K3, rep from * to last 4 sts, K4. 

11th row — K8, * y fwd, sll , K1 , psso. y fwd. sll , K2 tog, psso, 
y fwd, K2 tog. y fwd, K5. rep from * to last 3 sts. K3. 

1 2th row — As 2nd row. Rows 1 to 1 2 inci form patt. * * * 

Cont in patt until work measures approx 13 (15-18) cm ... 
514 (5%-7) ins ... from beg. ending with a 6th or 12th patt row. 
Next row — K13 (12-10). * K2 tog. K2. K2 tog. K2 (1-1), rep 
from * to last 10 (11-9) sts. K10 (11-9) ... 131 (143-159) sts. 

Next row — Knit. 

Next row — K2, y fwd. K2 tog (buttonhole), knit to end. 

Knit 4 rows. 

Next row — K5. purl to last 5 sts, K5. 
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Divide for armholes — Next row — K33 (36-40). cast off 2 sts. 
K61 (67-75). cast off 2 sts. knit to end. 

Cont on last 33 (36-40) sts for Lett Front. 

1 St row — K5. pufi to end.

Join yarn to rem 33 (36-40) sts for Right Front.

2nd row — Knit to last 5 sts. sll , K1 , psso, y fwd. K2 tog. K1 . 
Sizes 000 and 00 only — 3rd row — As 1 st row. 

4th row — Knit to last 3 sts, y fwd. K2 tog, K1 . 

All Sizes — Rep 1st and 2nd rows 10 (12-15) times, working a 
buttonhole (as before) in 16th (18th-20th) row from previous 
buttonhole ... 22 (23-24) sts. 

Shape neck — 1st row — Purl to last 7 (8-9) sts. turn, leave 
rem 7 (8-9) sts on stitch-holder. 

2nd row — K2 tog. knit to last 5 sts. sll , K1 . psso. y fwd, K2 tog. 
K1. 

3rd row — Purl. 

Rep 2nd and 3rd rows 4 times ... 5 sts. 

Next row — Sll , K1 , psso. y fwd. K2 tog. K1 . 

Next row — P4. 

Next row — K1.K2tog.K1. 

Next row — P3. 

Next row — K2tog.K1. 

Next row — P2, turn, K2 tog. Fasten off. 

SLEEVES. Cast on 35 (37-39) sts. 

Knit 4 rows (1 st row is wrong side). 

5th row — K3 (1-3), * inc in next st. K1. rep from * to end ... 51 
(55-57) sts. 

Work in stocking st (beg with a knit row) until work measures 1 3 
(16-19) cm ... 5Vk (614-7) ins ... (or length desired) from beg, 
ending with a puii row. 

Shape raglan — Cast off 2 sts at beg of next 2 rows. 

3rd row — K1 , sll , K1 , psso. y fwd, K2 tog. knit to last 5 sts, sll , 
K1 , psso, y fwd, K2 tog, K1 . 

4th row — Purl. 



5th row — K1, sll, K1, psso, y fwd. knit to last 3 sts, y fwd, 
K2tog,K1. 

6th row — Purl. 

Size 0 only — Rep rows 3 to 6 inci once. 

All Sizes — Rep 3rd and 4th rows 1 8 (20-20) times ... 9 sts. 

Cast off. 

MAKE UP. DO NOT PRESS FEATHERSOFT. With a slightly 
damp cloth and warm iron, press Patonyle lightly. Using 
back-stitch, join sleeve seams, then join raglan seams, noting 
that tops of sleeves form part of neckline. 

NECKBAND. With right side facing, slip sts from right front 
stitch-holder on to a needle, using same needle knit up 67 
(69-71) sts evenly around neck (incI sts from back 
stitch-holder), then knit across sts on left front stitch-holder ... 
81 (85-89) sts. 

Knit 4 rows, working a buttonhole (as before) in 2nd row. 

Cast off loosely. 

TO COMPLETE. Sew on buttons. Press Patonyle seams. If 
desired, embroider flowers on front yokes as illustrated. 

BONNET. Cast on 83 (95-107) sts. 

Work as from * * * to * * * for Jacket. 

Rep rows 1 to 12 inci once, then rows 1 to 6 inci once, inc once 
in centre of last row ... 84 (96-108) sts. 

Shape crown — 1st row — * K2 tog, K12 (14-16), rep from * to 
end. 

2nd and alt rows — Knit. 

3rd row — * K2 tog, K1 1 (13-1 5), rep from * to end. 

5th row — • K2 tog, K10 (12-14), rep from * to end. 

Cont dec in this manner (working 1 less st between dec) in alt 
rows until 1 8 sts rem. 

Next row — (K2 tog) 9 times. 

Break off yarn, run end through rem sts, draw up and fasten off 
securely. 

MAKE UP. DO NOT PRESS FEATHERSOFT. With a slightly 
damp cloth and warm iron, press Patonyle very lightly. Using a 
fiat seam, join crown seam. Sew ribbon in position. 

BOOTEES. Cast on 27 (35-43) sts. 

1st and alt rows (wrong side) — Knit. 

2nd row — K1, [“Mr. K1 2 (16-20), “M1’\ K1) twice. 

4th row — K1, [“M1“. K14 (18-22), “Ml”. K1) twice. 

6th row — K1. (“Mr, K16 (20-24), “Mr. K1) twice. 

8th row — K1 , r Mr. K1 8 (22-26), “Mr, K1 ) twice. 

10th row — K1. (“Mr. K20 (24-28). “M1“, K1) twice ... 47 
(55-63) sts. 

11th row — Knit. 

Work 6 (8-8) rows stocking st. 

Shape instep — 1st row — K29 (33-37), sll , K1 , psso. turn. 

2nd row — PI 2. P2 tog, turn. 

3rd row — K12, sll , K1 , psso, turn. 

Rep 2nd and 3rd rows 6 (7-8) times, then 2nd row once. 

Next row — Knit to end ... 31 (37-43) sts. 

Next row — Purl. 

Next row — K1 , * y fwd. K2 tog, K1 , rep from * to end. 

Sizes 000 and 0 only — Next row — PI , * inc in next st, P4 (6), 
rep from * to end ... 37 (49) sts. 

Size 00 only — Next row — Purl. 

All Sizes — Work rows 1 to 1 2 inci of patt as for Back of Dress 
Knit 5 rows. 

Cast off loosely. 

MAKE UP. DO NOT PRESS FEATHERSOFT. With a slightly 
damp cloth and warm iron, press Patonyle lightly. Using a flat 
seam for sole and back-stitch for rem , join leg and foot seams. 
Thread ribbon through holes at ankle.
